SAN FBASOIBCO, December 1.—Two 


fishermen were drowned yesterday near 
the Berkeley shore while the southeast 
galo 'was raging. For two hours they 
clnng to the bottom of the boat and 
when help was close at baud tired na- 
ture gave out and they fell back into the 
bay. 


The men were Augustine Faulconi, 


owner oi the boat, and Luigi Morrises, 
his assistant. 


It was predicted on Tuesday afternoon 


that the storm had passed and clear 
weather was to follow. In the evening 
the two men started out lo fish for Bea 
baas. They hod not got very far when a 
gale struck thorn and Faulcons decided 
to put back, but the force of tho wind 
blew the s?il out and nearly capsized thi 
boat. 


Tho frail craft was rocked about like n 


chip and big Boas poured into her. TlH 
entire night way passed and tho boat got 
no further than '--out Island. 


In the moruing she was overturned 


and tho men thrown into the bay. 


They were both good swimmers and 


managed to climb on to the bottom of 
the boat. The waves washed them over 
again and again, but they clung lo Iho 
keel with desperdation. 


Their clothing was heavy with salt 


water and their fingers were benumbed 
with the cold. They at last could hang 
on no longer, and slid from the bJttoni 
into Ihe bay and were drowned. 


Antonio Martina was caught by a gale 


and narrowly escaped wiMi bis life. Ho 
went out on Saturday night, and was 
caught in tho gale on Sunday. He was 
driven aBhore on Sheep Island, and there 
remained until rescued. When picked 
up he was more dead than alive. Ho 
had had no food for four days.
